EXTENSIVE DEVASTATION. 


ï h e W ild Water» o f the W est P. Ay Havoc 
in Towns and Cities—Fire D o e s Its R uin­ 
ous W ork in Num erous Pla ces— A F rig ht­ 
ful F a te for a L ocom otive E ng ineer— 
B urning Oil Abroad a t Oil City, Pa. 


K e o k u k , la ., Slay 
14.—The high-water 
mark of 1881 was reached at 1 o’clock yester­ 
day and at 0 at night the gauge registered 
nineteen feet, or two-tenths of a foot higher 
than was reached during the flood of 1881. 
The water is now within about one and a 
half feet of the stake reached in 1851 ,that being 
the highest on record. 
The loss to the lum­ 
ber and mercantile interests of this city will 
be heavy, owing to the suspension of railroad 
traffic. 
The tracks of all lines on this side of 
the river are covered to such a depth as to 
render the operation of trains an exceedingly 
hazardous undertaking. 
In many places 
tracks and bridges have been washed away 
Yesterday the railroads were busy protecting 
their tracks, and contruction gangs and stone 
trains were kept moving about. 
In the lumber district the situation con 
tinues to grow more serious, and it is diffi­ 
cult to approximate the loss that will result. 
The roads leading from Illinois and Missouri 
are flooded to a depth that prevents people 
from coming to this city in vehicles. 
In the 
lower part of the city the river extends from 
bluff to bluff, making it about two miles 
wide. 
Where the Des Moines empties into 
Mississippi, the water of the two streams has 
spread over thousands of acres of farm land 
and submerged them and the town of Alex 
andria to a depth of six feet. 
At that point 
the river is estimated to be from seven to ten 
miles wide, and has very little resemblance 
to a river. 
It is not thought that the highest point 
will be reached here until Wednesday. Ad 
vidas from above indicate that the river is at 
a stand. 
St. Louis , Mo., May 14.—At Alexandria, 
Mo., where the levee broke in several places 
Saturday, a spasmodic attempt was made to 
check the irresisstible flow, but within a few 
minutes the laborers quit and accepted the 
inevitable. 
It required less than an hour to 
inundate the entire town, which is covered 
with water from two to six feet, submerging 
almost every foot of ground. 
The water having reached half the houses, 
their occupants have sought refuge in the 
upper stories of buildings, where they will be 
imprisoned until the subsidence of the flood 
in the main streets. 
At that point the Mississippi is fully seven* 
miles wide, and within the range of vision 
one vast expanse of water greets the eye. 
The area of farming land in the Missouri 
bottoms that is submerged is estimated at 
75,000 acres, and a continuance of the flood 
will result in an approximated loss to the 
farming community of that region of at 
least $ 300,000. 
A high wind was prevailing 
yesterday which caused the waves to wash 
openings in the Warsaw levee, which affords 
protection to some 00,000 acres of fertile Illi­ 
nois land. 
B urling to n , la ., May 
14.—The river 
stage now is about ten inches below the mark 
of 1881, and as reports from above are that 
the rise has ceased fears of a very serious 
loss hero are abating. 
The river here pre­ 
sents the appearance of a great lake, the 
water seeming to be up to the branches of 
trees on the Illinois shoro, and stretching to 
the foot of the bluffs seven miles beyond, 
dotted here and there by isolated farm houses 
that appear to have been built in a sea. 
No damage totmildings or loss of live-stock 
has yet been reported, but the loss to farmers 
must be serious, as in many eases all hope of 
raising a crop is gone. 
Hannibal , Mo., May 14.—The interest in 
high water here now centers in the Sny 
levee, which is in great danger of breaking 
and will stand but a few inches more of a 
rise.

Next morning 
we were there again its he passed, this 
time with merely an ungracious “ How 
do!” 
He was weaving his ideas, and 
naturally was bored by interruption. 
Afterward, when his face bore this ab­ 
stracted liM>k, I always pretended not to 
see him. 
It saved him the trouble <»f l>e- 
ing obliged to recognize me, did not en­ 
croach on his composing mood, and alto­ 
gether pleased him. 
I was horribly 
afraid of him sometimes, and told him so 
once, greatly to his amusement. 
Seeing him then, calm and solemn as 
the Sphinx, it was difficult to imagine 
the amount of mischievous fun of which 
he was capable.

The scene had become weird and uncanny, 
t he night seeming to drop suddenly down 
without a star or moon; the only light a 
lingering phosphorescent gleam on the 
crest of the waves.

All at once the spirit of the hour—a 
demon of mischief evidently—seemed to 
take possession of Dickens. * He flung his 
arm around me and whirled me with 
him down the inclined plane of the jetty, 
toward a tall upright jiole fixed at the 
extreme end.

It is time that respectable merchants 
combined with consumers for the sup­ 
pression of all gift, prize and lottery 
chemes in connection with the sale of 
articles of merchandise. 
Those schemes 
are not only demora lizing to ligitimute 
business and to the mora ls of the com­ 
munity, but in the ex tent in which they 
are being carried in the sa le of a rticles of 
food have become a source of grea t dan­ 
ger to the public hea lth. They a re, no 
matter in what form they a ppea r nothing, 
more or leas tha n devices to swindle hon­ 
est a nd unsuspecting people. 
It is gra tifying to lea rn tha t in some in­ 
sta nces the officers ©f the la w ha ve ta ken 
hold of the ma tter. In Hew York a nd 


tiho in Chicago, parties who in this 
Way 
offered 
ie purchase!s of their pack­ 
ages have recently been arrested upon in­ 
dictments for lottery swindling. The 
latest candidates, both for public execra- 
tiun and criminal prosecution, are the 
manufacturers of the alum baking pow­ 
ders. who are both, by means of gifts and 
lottery tickets, disposing of large quan­ 
tities of their corrosively poisonous,com­ 
pounds, which are so well known to be 
detrimental to health that no housekeep­ 
er will admit them to her kitchen know­ 
ingly. 
This form of swindle is not only 
being peddled from bouse to house, but 
under the promise of large profits to be 
realized, the manufacturers are entrench­ 
ing themselves behind the counters of 
many grocers by getting them to offer 
the alum goods with the gifts or lottery 
tickets attached, thereby shifting the the 
liability to prosecution, in part, upon 
other and perhaps innocent parties. Every 
grocer or dealer, for instance, who sells 
or offers for sule any of the prize or lottery 
baking powdeis is a criminal in the eye of 
the law, and liable, upon conviction, to 
fine and imprisonment, while those who 
sell the gift goods are, morally, as respon­ 
sible, for they are offering an inducement 
or prize, to housekeepers to use a food 
that contains a corrosive poison. This is 
a predicament in which it is not possible 
our grocers will care to place themselves 
when they come to think seriously of the 
matter. 
It must be borue in mind that everyrine 
of these gift or prize baking powders are 
alum baking powders. 
These powders 
cost less than four cents a pound to pro­ 
duce; the gift or prize costs but a few 
cents more. 
They are sold at thepriceof 
first class baking powder, so that the 
swindle in a commercial sense isenoimous 
But the chief iniquity of the business 
consists in selling, as presumably whole­ 
sale, an article of a positively injurious 
character, and by means of giftsor b rib es 
uducing servants or unsuspecting house* 
keepers to purchase and use it in our daily 
:’ood. 
There should be some prompt method 
of reaching th( se dangerous practices and 
punishing the parties engaged in their 
promotion. 
If the present laws are not 
» •rnple, we commend the matter to the 
consideration of our State Board <W 
lealth for recommendation of such ad­ 
ditional legislation as shall be effective 
to the protection of the public.
